GEORGE  PATTON,  Esq.  of  The  Cairnies,  in  the  Chair,— 

The  subject  of  reorganiBing  the  Oregon  Association,  with  a  view  to  the  employment  of  a  Botanist 
<o  collect  the  seeds  of  hardy  trees  and  plants,  and  the  seeds  and  roots  of  flowers,  was  brought  before 
the  Meeting. 

The  Committee  formerly  appointed  reported  that  they  were  at  present  enabled  to  obtain  the 
services  of  a  Collector,  in  every  way  qualified,  in  the  person  of  Mr  Bobebt  Bbows,  a  gentleman 
devoted  to  Natural  Science,  whose  merits  were  attested  by  high  authorities,  and  whose  successful 
prosecution  of  science  had  already  been  proved  by  contributions  to  botanical  and  vatious  other  learned 
societies.  They  stated  that  Mr  Brown  was  prepared  to  proceed  immediately  upon  the  performance  of 
iiis  duties,  and  to  prosecute  the  object  of  the  Association  in  wliatever  part  of  the  world  the  Association 
niight  direct.  ; 

The  Meeting  was  of  opinion  that  the  resumption  of  the  labours  of  the  Oregon  Committee  upon  an 
extended  field,  would  be  of  national  importance,  and  would  tend  greatly  to  the  individual  advantage  oi£ 
those  friends  of  Arboriculture  and  Horticulture  who  might  become  Members. 

The  Mealing  proceeded  to  consider  as  to  the  part  of  the  world  which  it  would  be  most  desiraUe. 
to  explore,  u  had  been  considered  at  a  former  period  that  Japan  would  form  the  most  advantageous^ 
region  for  the  prosecution  of  the  objects  of  the  Association ;  but,  from  the  experience  since  had,  and 
the  recent  exploration  by  Collectors,  the  Meeting  came  to  the  unanimom  opinion  'Iiat  Vancouver's 
Island  and  the  territory  of  British  Columbia,  wi.'i  the  neighbouring  countries,  would  form  a  field  from 
which  more  valuable  contributions  might  be  expected,  of  trees,  flowers,  and  other  plants  adapted  to  the 
climate  of  Great  Britain,  than  from  any  other  region.  They  were  of  opinion  that  this  field  had  hitherto 
been  imperfectly  explored,  and  tliat  it  was  peculiarly  rich  in  the  description  of  objects  which  it  was 
important  to  introduce. 

After  deliberation,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  Oregon  Association  be  revived,  and. 

First,  That  an  Association,  to  be  called  "Tiie  British  Coli;mbia  Botanical  Association,"  be  formed, 
for  the  purpose  of  having  an  exploration  madj  of  British  Columbia,  Vancouver's  Island,  and  the 
countries  adjoining  the  Rocky  Mountains,  with  a  view  to  the  transmission  of  seeds  of  hardy  trees  and 
plants,  and  tlie  seeds  and  roots  of  flowers,  to  the  Members ; — the  field  of  exploration  being  subject  to 
modification  or  extension  according  to  the  direction  of  the  Committee. 

Second,  That  Members  should  subscribe  in  shares  of  £5  each,  payable  yearly,  in  proportion  to 
which  shares,  the  seeds,  &c.,  sent  home,  should  be  distributed  at  the  sight  of  the  Gommittee ; — it  being 
understood,  unless  otherwise  expressly  conditioned,  that  subscriptions  should  be  continued  for  three 
years ;  and  that  no  Member  shall  be  palled  npon  to  pay  more  than  the  amount  of  shares  subscribed 
by  him. 
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nird,  That  Mr  Browji  h»  ,»pp9iptQd  Ccdlect^r,  find  be  roauested  to  bold  bimself  in  readiness  to 
leave  this  country  for  Vancouver's  Island  so  soon  as  he  may  be  directed  by  the  Coramiftee. 

Fourth,  That  Professor  Balfovr,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr  M'Nab  and  Mr  M'Intosh,  prepare 
such  instructions  as  may  be  thought  necessary  to  the  Botanist. 

Fifth,  That  Sir  Wm.  Gibbon-Gbaig,  Bart.,  of  Biccarton,  be  appointed  Chairman  ;  Mr  Isaac 
Andbbson-Hbnut  of  Woodend,  ^ecret^ry;  and  Mr  J^ues  M'Nab,  of  the  Boyal  Botanic  Gard<)n, 
Trtasurer. 

Sixth,  That  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association  be  placed  under  the  following 
Committee,  with  power  to  add  to  their  number,  and  to  sub-commit : —
